A certain school_of philosophy has long 
held that war is a biological, necessity and an 
engine of social progftss._Nearly 300 years 
ago Thomas: Hobbes; ‘the English philoso 
pher. wrote: ‘War is the natural state of 
mankind. P'fSm man to the smallest insects 
all are at War.” 

This. doctrine might seem to be.borne out 
by the evolutionary theory of struggle and 
survival of the fittest That many 
live only by preytng.on the other cannot be

What has been done already should be cap- 
able of accomplishment on a larger scale, It 
would be a vain hope to think that any 
League-of-Nations could entirely banish every 
quarrel fromthe face of the earth within » 
few years, but if it.can prevent the large con- 
flagrations and restrain the small—if it is the
